Lajos Baroti first 
became Hungarian 
national team 
manager in 1957. 
The following year, 
he took the Mighty 
Magyars to the 
Worid Cup finais in 
Sweden. In Chile in 
1962 and in England 
in 1966, they 
reached the quarter- 


finals. 

Then Baroti stepped down 
and Hungary slipped 
backwards 

In the qualifying series for 
the 1970 World Cup, Hungary 
lost 2-3 to Denmark and, in 
play-off to determine the 
group winner, crashed 1-4 to 
Czechoslovakia 

Hungary also failed to 
qualify for the 1974 finals. 
Although it remained un- 
beaten in its. six games, it 
failed to score enough goals 
against lowly Malta and was 
thus tipped out on goal 
average. 

Having twice seen their 
once-great team fail to reach 
the final 16, Hungarian FA of- 
ficials swung Into action. - 

Their first move, in 4957, 
was to call back Lajos Baroti 
as national team manager. 

Two years later, Hungary 
had returned to the ranks of 
the elite by qualifying for the 
1978 World Cup finals in 
Argentina 

No wonder, they call 64- 
year-old Baroti the “Miracle 
Worker’. 

His achievement Is all the 
more amazing in that 
Hungary’s players were not 
given, nor promised a cent 
during the qualifying series. 

Baroti says: “Money did not 
come into it. We told the 
players there would not be 
any bonus payments for the 
World Cup matches. If we did 
qualify, there might be some 
recognition of their achieve- 
ment, but that was all! After 
that time, not one of the 
players mentioned money 
because they obviously 
realised that they owed a debt 
to Hungarian football.” 

Baroti’s style has been to 
desregard club form and 
rather to pick players on their 
showing in the cherry-red 
jerseys of Hungary. 

“When | picked my team, | 
told the players | trust them 
and in turn | expect them to 
have faith In me,” Baroti says. 

“There might be bé#er in- 
dividual players in Hungary 
but the current national side 
is basically a team in the real 
sense of the worc. | assured 
the players during the qualify- 
ing series that they did not 
have to play for their places; 
as long as they performed 
reasonably well, they would 
be selected.” 

Another factor in the im- 
provement of Hungary was 
the greater emphasis placed 
throughout the country on 
technical development and 
fitness. Spot checks were 
made on club players to test 
their overall physical condi- 
tion, with the threat that if they 
failed to come up to require- 
ments, their registrations 
would be temporarily 
withdrawn and their 
“allowances” stopped. 

Standards for national 
Squad members were set 
higher and they were required 
to work harder than other 
players 

The ambitious aim of get- 
ting Hungary into the finals 
was made possible also by 
the emergence of a small 
group of “soccer freaks” in 
the Hungarian league. 

Best of them is Andras 
Torocsik, the 22-year-old 
Ujpest Dozsa forward, who 
can be quite sensational but 
also unpredictable.

The other Hungarian 
super-star is Tibor Nyllasi, 
22, the Ferencvaros mid- 
fielder. He is a brilliant foot- 
baller but his career has twice 
been interrupted — once bya 
serious head injury and last 


year by an emergency appen- - 


dicitis operation which stop- 
ped him from playing in the 3- 
2 Victory over Bolivia in La 
Paz. 


Nevertheless, Nyilasi re- 
mains one of the team's top 
scorers and potentially a sen- 
sation in Argentina. 


Some critics regard 
Honved's 27-year-old mid- 
fielder Sandor Pinter to be 
better than both Nyilasi and 
Torocsik. Pinter may not have 
the same frills but he runs 
non-stop for 90 minutes, and 
he runs to good purpose. 


We must also give 
prominence to Bela Varadi, 
24, the striker from Vasas. 


With 36 league goals last 
season, he was second only 


‘to Dudu Georgescu of 


Rumania among Europe's 
First Division marksmen. 


Captain of Hungary is 
Laszlo Fazekas, 30, of Ujpest, 
who has represented his 
country about 70 times. Other 
veterans include forward 
Laszio Pusztai, 31, and centre 
back Laazio Balint, 29, both 
of Ferencvaros. Balint, former 
Hungarian captain, is now se- 
cond choice to Honved's 
istvan Kocsis, 28 


Hungary's initial qualifying 
rounds were against USSR 
and Greece. Having won that 
group, it had to play off 
against Bolivia, winning 6-0 in 
Budapest and 3-2 in La Pazto 
reach the finals. 


Hungary lost 0-2 to the 
USSR in Tbilisi after having 
beaten the Russians 2-1 in 
Budapest, but the loss was 
immaterial, as Russia had 
ruined its chances by losing 
0-1 to Greece in Athens.

However, there were also 
some disastrous results — a 
0-0 draw with Honduras, a 1- 
1 draw with Mexico and a 1-6 
loss to Argentina on 
Hungary’s South American 
tour. 


The Argentina result is the 
most significant, as Argentina 
is one of Hungary's oppo- 
nents in Group One of the 
finals. It is the strongest of the 
four groups, as it also con- 
tains Italy and France. 


To qualify from that group, 
Hungary will have to play as 
well as its legendary 
predecessors, the Mighty 
Magyars of 41938 @nd of the 
fifties 


It’s an interesting com- 
parison that in the 1938 
qualifying games Hungary 
trounced Greece 1i-1 (with 
Guyla Zsengelier scoring 
five) whereas last year, 


Hungary essay only a 1-1 
ae with the Greeks and a 3- 
win. 


Zsengeliear scored seven 
goals in tha 1938 series in Ita- 
ly, but Hufgary lost the final 
2-4 to thé home country. 


The next mitestone for 
Hungarian soccer was its 
Wembley triumph in 1953. On 
November 25 of that year, the 
unknown Hungarians lined up 
against mighty England, 
which was unbeaten In tnter- 
nationals at home. 


England's team was: Gil 
Merrick; Alf Ramsay, Bill 
Eckorsley; Billy Wright, Harry 
Johnston, Jimmy Dickinson; 
Stan Matthews, Ernie Taylor, 
Stan Mortensen, Jackie 
Sewell, George Robb. 


Hungary lined up witn:

Budai, Kocsis, Hidegkuti, 
Puskas, Czibor — unforget- 
table names, all of them. 


They had won the Olympic 
Games soccer series of 1952 
but were unknown to most of 
the 100,000 peopie who 
turned up at Wembley. 


Nandor Hidegkuti started 
the slaughter of England by 
scoring from outside the box 
with an angled shot in the first 
minute. 


England equalised, but 
then came three Hungarian 
goals in quick succession — 
by Hidegkuti, Ferenc Puskas, 
and Puskas again 


The match ended with 
Hungary winning 6-3. 


For the return match in 
Budapest later that year, 
England manager Walter 
Winterbotiom was given a 
younger, fitter, faster team by 
the FA selection committee. 

However, the team lost 0-1 
to Yugoslavia on the way to 
Budapest where it was 
crushed 7-1 by the Magyars. 


Many experts believe that 
England's big losses to 
Hungary in 1953 resulted in 
the type of football played in 
England today. 


Convinced the English 
could never play sheer foot- 
ball the way the Hungarians 
did, many club managers 
emphasised the traditional 
British qualities: speed,

spirit. Instead of playing real 
football, England developed 
what the renowned journalist 
Erle Batty calls “fight-ball”. 


Of the tamous 1953 
players, Bozsik achieved a 
century of caps, while 
Grosics, his calleague at 
Honved, reached 89. Ferenc 
Puskas, the “Galloping Ma- 
jor”, with the lethat left foot, 
played 84 times for Hungary 
and added caps for Spain 
when he joined Real Madrid. 
He has since coached in 
many countries. 


All these stars and more 
were in the Hungarian squad 
that got a free berth in the 
1954 World Cup finals in 
Switzerland after Poland 
withdrew. 


Hungary quickly es- 
tablished itself as the favorite 
for the Cup, beating South 
Korea 9-0 and then mighty 
West Germany 8-3. Next to 
fall were Brazil (4-2) and 
Uruguay (4-2). Sandor Kocsis 
was scoring goals galore and 
no-one doubted that Hungary 
pug beat Germany in the 
inal. 


However, Hungary's 8-3 
win over the Germans in the 
group match had created a 
alse impression, for in that 
game, the Germans fielded a 
team that bore little 
resemblance to the strong © 
ae ue that came out for the 
nal, 


Kwiatkowski, Bauer, 
Mebus, Pfaff and Herrmann, 
who had all played in the first 
game, were out of the 
German team by the time of 
the final. Replacing them 
were stars Turek, Mai, 
Morlock, O. Walter and 
Schaefer. 


Hungary held its own until 
half time when the score was 
2-2, but Helmut Rahn’s se- 
cond goal for Germany 
decided the game. 


In Sweden in 1958, 
Hungary was eliminated early 
after 1-2 losses to Wales and 
Sweden, but in Chile in 1962, 
the Magyars advanced to the 
quarter-finals where they lost 
Q-1 to Czechoslovakia. 
Earlier, they had beaten 
England 2-1. 


A prominent member of 
the 1962 team was forward 
Florian Albert, who was In 
Australia a fow years ago with 
Ferencvaros. First capped at 
the age of 17, Albert had also 
been in Hungary’s Olympic 
Games team of 1962. 


Big Erno Solymosi was 
another good player for 
Hungary in 1962. A Budapest 
policeman, he was with the 
Ujpest Dozsa club and played 
either in midfield or defence. 


In England in 1966, 
Hungary had a memorable 3- 
1 victory over Brazil to again 
reach the quarter-finals, 
where it lost 1-2 to the USSR. 
Kalman Meszoly and Ferenc 
Bene were among the stars in 
England. 


A strong centre back or 
midfielder from Vasas, 
Meszoly was so good in the 
air that he was often com- 
pared in this respect with the 
prince of headers, Sandor 
Kocsis. 


Bene had been leading 
scorer in the Tokyo Olym- 
pics, where Hungary won the 
soccer championship, This 
brilliant Ujpest inside forward 
scored four goals in the 1966 
England series. 


Hungary’s most infamous 
World Cup match was the 
quarter-final it won 4-2 
against Brazil in 1954. Itis still 
referred to as the “Battle of 
Berne’’ because two 
Brazilians and one Hungarian 
were sent off and a penalty 
was awarded to each side. 
There were unpleasant 
scenes at the end both on and 
off the field. Several players, 
Officials and policemen were 
injured.
